7. To see if the town will.vote to raise $200.00 for support 
of the town library and make appropriation for the same. 

8. To see if the town will vote to raise $250.00 for police 
patrol and to protect our property against theft, for the ensuing 
year. 

9. To see if the town will vote to raise $800.00 to assist town 
poor and make appropriation for the same.
